New York, Oct. 1.— When relative* and 
frUnd* took a last view of the remain, of 
Mary Wiseman this afternoon the dead body 
of the young lady looked as if she wore in the 
bloom of health, and in a quiet, deep sleep. 
Hue had lived in Brooklyn, and wasemployed 
in a knittiujc shop in this city. A week ago 
she came over to the shop as usual, and find- 
ing that there was no work for her during 
the day, started to return home via the 
bridge. Feeling a sudden illness, she turned 
•aide at Catharine street and went into the 
bouse of her aunt, Mrs. Connolly. 

A physician » as summoned and the young 

lady went to tied. Her mother « in the 

evening and found that Mary was improv- 
ing, but by the advice of the doctor she did 
not try to go home. Before morning she ex- 
perienced a slight convulsion and died. It 
had lieen a life-long terror with her that sh, 
should be burid alive, and mindful of 
fear, and astounded at her sudden death, 
mother endeavored in every way to bring tb« 
girl to life. Several physicians worked over 
the body, doing all that science could sug- 
gest, without avail. They declared positively 
Miss Wiseman waa dead, but aa the mother 
was still doubtful they suggested that tbt 
body be kept off tt» ice for a day or two. 

Tueaday evening the remains were taken 
to Mrs. Wiseman'* Brooklyn residence, and 
she and her family of adult children sum- 
moned the best doctors In the city tu consult 
on the oaae. Incisions were made in the arm 
and as no blood flowed the physicians pro- 
nounced her dead. Still the mother failed tr 
lie peflDxUd, and refused to allow the body 
to be put on ice until after several hours. 
The undertaker pointed out that moi tillca- 
tion bad set in. Mrs. Wiseman then seemed 
to yield, and preparations were made, for 
the funeral, which waa appointed for this 
morning. When the undertaker came to 
the BOOM to transfer the body from the ice 
box to the coffin there were prcsert Mrs. 
Wiseman, her children, Mrs. Connolly, a city 
official and several neighbors. 

No sooner had the remains been placed in 
the casket than those who did the work were 
startled beyond measure to see a blush suf- 
fuse the pale cheeks. Everybody in the 
house saw it, and Dr. Colgan was hastily 
summoned. Neither he nor the undertaker 
could account for the phenomenon, but he
